Call Signs, Call Signs... what's all this talk about Call Signs? Do 
Radio Amateurs care about the subject? Do you care? Do | 
care? Does anyone care? The answer to the last four 
questions is a resounding YES! For the most part we are all 
interested in calls... do you remember that never ending wait for 
the FCC to send your first license? At that time it really didn't 
matter whether you could make decent phonetics for the 
letters... that call was your identity... even more important than 
your name! 

Let's now address some recent concerns expressed 
by some members of our organization. One member wrote, 
"Please explain why QCWA is fighting ARRL for the club call 
thing?" An old friend of many years called to ask why QOWA 
was involving itself in call sign administration. The subject, of 
course, was the FCC's call for certain organizations meeting 
specific membership and other criteria to apply as club and 
military recreation call sign administrators. QCWA did apply 
and we weren't fighting with anyone, either. While the basic 
issue is no longer alive because the Commission has 
withdrawn the call for administrators (more later) the 
involvement of your QCWA in the call sign issue is not a new or 
closing item. 

It was more than two decades ago when your 
president, then the president of the ARRL, was involved in a 
discussion with a number of hams at a cocktail party in 
Washington, D.C. when the subject of call signs became an 
interesting topic for the evening. Many said they would never 
want to change their calls. Others said, and | was one of them, 
if a call sign of choice was available then a change would be 
OK. It was only a few years later, 1976, when the FCC permitted 
calls of choice for certain "qualified" applicants. Yours truly 
became W2HD at that time. 

Of the many who said they would never wish to 
change their calls, the Commission's rules did require 
changing your call when moving "permanently" to another call 
area. All of a sudden it was noted that a number of hams had 
dual residences.,..the permanent address being where their 
current call was listed. A prominent ham used to sign his call as 
"W2XXX/Forever." And rightly so, because his call was known 
world over, 

On my last official trip as ARRL President to visit the 
FCC, an assignment had been "given" me by Ruthie Siegelman, 
W4LYC, but W2OWL when she moved from New York City to 
Florida and “had to" change her call. Ruthie wanted her last call 
to be her familiar "OWL" QSL bearing her original call of 
W2OWL. The Commission's rules were simple, but they had 
now stated they were no longer interested in having a station 
change its call sign and | could now be W2HD without the 
“Forever’ wherever | moved. Would they then permit recovery 
of a call lost in the prior actions? 

lt was in the FCC Chairman's office when the words 
boomed out at me, “You Amateurs have an obsession about 
Call signs!!!!" 

“Yes, Mr. Chairman." was the reply. "More people 
throughout the Ham Radio world recognize W2HD than know 
how to spell my last name! Our calls are our identity." Well, the 
battle (?) was lost. In fact, Amateur Radio never came to bat in 
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the inning. My parting remarks wouldn't win any points, but we 
hadn't made any to lose so it was said that | came from the 
New York City-Long Island metropolitan area and we had radio 
stations, WABC, WCBS and WNBC in the vicinity. "Were those 
Calls an obsession with someone?" 

Discussions involving call signs... mostly concerning 
the return of calls lost in moving... continued informally 
between QCWA officers and FCC personnel over the years. We 
went as far as suggesting a “window period" during which 
holders of prior calls could apply for their return. Proof of prior 
holding of the call was on the applicant. We offered manpower 
to assist in checking or doing whatever would be needed 
during this window period. An official proposal was never made 
because we were "cut off at the pass" when the Commission 
could not accept the volunteer's work and they could not 
devote the manpower to the project. 

Our desire never diminished and the subject was 
continually open-ed whenever possible with FCC personnel. It 
was learned that the Commission did want to enable call sign 
selection, but they would first look at the club call sign issue. 
Here was Our Opportunity to become involved! Here was the 
chance we had been waiting for! Perhaps two decades of 
concern for some of our fellow hams was to receive 
satisfaction! Not, of course, from club calls, but very simply the 
fact that the door was finally opening on the subject. 

We applied with four other groups also applying. It 
was Critically pointed out that QCWA was a “Johnny come 
lately" to the call sign watering trough. Hardly, if the words | 
have already put down are true and, believe me, they are all 
true, Well, the entire package has been withdrawn by the FCC 
and will become pant of a 
“Vanity call package" which will be the subject of a Notice at 
some point in the future, It would appear that the Commission 
will be handling the entire package and that’s probably all to the 
good judging from the volatility of the call sign issue. 

Will the QOWA comment on the Notice? You can bet 
your bottom dollar that we will! It isn't necessary for us to be 
directly involved with the call sign administration as long as 
some very basic points are put forth for the FCC to use in its 
guidelines. We're still looking at this Call Sign subject for the 
good of all, Just because "I’ve got mine," is no reason to forget 
the many others who have been searching for their "identity" to 
be someday returned. 73, de President Harry J. Dannals,

Father Tom Carten, KiPZU, (QOWA Life Member #21157), who is 
the associate campus minister and alumni chaplain at King's 
College, was recently awarded the 1993 Jules Schick Award for 
Outstanding Service, by the Blinded Veterans Association of 
Pennsylvania. This award, the organization’s highest honor, was 
given in recognition of Tom's 22-year commitment to visually 
impaired people locally and nationwide. 

Starting in 1971, Tom has been the voice and distributor 
for the taped version of Worldracio magazine, a monthly publication 
for Amateur Radio operators. Over five years ago, he began taping 
and distributing the QCWA Journal. In addition, he has taped 
several dozen religious books for the Braille Circulating Library in 
Richmond VA, and has spent many years as a braille transcnber. 
He is a member of the National Braille Association, and the 
Pennsylvania Association For The Blind. 

For the past 19 years, the Radio Home Visitor (broadcast 
over the King's College radio station) has brought 


the daily and weekly newspapers to the visually impaired and 
homebound. Tom began the program as a King’s student, and 
remains today as manager, producer and director of this radio 
reading service. 

The award is named after Jules Schick, an Associated 
Press photographer during World War Two, He became involved 
with wounded GI's at the Valley Forge Army Hospital, and began 
working extensively with blinded patients there and at the 
Philadelphia Naval Hospital. 

We, the editorial staff, salute Tom for his dedication to the 
assistance of the visually impaired, especially in making the Journal 
available on cassette.

FCC HIGHLIGHTS

IMMEDIATE TEMPORARY OPERATING AUTHORITY PROPOSED FOR NEWCOMERS 
On October 23 the FCC adopted a Notice of Proposed rule making (PR Docket 93-267; R 8288) on Amendment of the Amateur Service 
Rules to Extend Temporary Operating Authority to New Amateur Operators. 


Section 97.9 of the Commission’s Rules currently authorizes immediate temporary operating privileges to amateur operators who 
upgrade their class of license. The procedure, however, does not apply to those successful candidates who do not already hold a valid 
license. The FCC proposes to limit this temporary authority for new amateurs to 120 days because a full-term license would normally be 
issued within that time; when a license is not issued within 120 days, it is an indication that the application was not received for 
processing. 


For purposes of over-the-air identification, FCC proposes that stations that are operated by a new control operator exercising temporary 
operating authority shall use a temporary call sign determined by the person's initials and mailing address, The prefix for each such call 
sign would be "WZ." This unique prefix would identify the station as a new amateur station awaiting a license. The prefix would be 
followed by a number corresponding to the VEC Region for the mailing address shown on the license application. The person's initials 
and an indicator denoting the license class would follow the VEC Region number. For example, applicant Jonn Doe, who passed an 
examination for a General Class operator license, living in Quincy, Illinois, would use the temporary, call sign "WZ9JZD/AG." The 
complete rationale for temporary call signs is set forth in the proposed changes to the Rules. The Comment deadline is January 10, 
1994. Reply Comments are due February 10, 1994. 


SPECIAL CALL SIGNS 

Last June the FCC released a public notice announcing that the Commission was accepting applications for "Club and Military 
Recreation station Call Sign Administrators." Several organizations responded, including QCWA. However, the American Radio Relay 
League challenged the qualifications of all other applicants. As of this writing the program has not yet been implemented. 


In August President Clinton signed the Budget Reconciliation Act of 1993, which contains a list of fees that the FCC may assess and 
collect in advance for a number of years not to exceed the term of the license held by the payor. The list includes Amateur vanity call 
signs, for which FCC is authorized to collect an annual fee of $7. Rumors are rife concerning the relationship of these two actions. Our 
information is that the situation is being reviewed carefully by the FCC, especially in connection with the capabilities of new computer 
facilities at Gettysburg. Until that review is complete, this columnist is going to sit back and wait. 


STATION LOCATION REQUIREMENTS DROPPED FROM FCC LICENSE FORMS 
In an Order dated September 24, 1993, the FCC said that it will no longer require that a station location be shown on amateur license 
application nor on applications for reciprocal operating permits, effective November 15, 1993. 


FCC ISSUES DECLARATORY RULING ON PREEMPTION OF STATE AND LOCAL LAWS AFFECTING AMATEUR TRANSCEIVERS 

On August 20, 1993 the Commission, by Memorandum Opinion and Order (FCC 93-410)granted in part a motion by the ARRL for a 
declarator ruling requesting that the Commission preempt certain state statutes and local ordinances affecting transceivers used by 
Amateur Radio Service licensees. 


The Commission held that state and local laws that preclude the possession in vehicles or elsewhere of amateur radio service 
transceivers by amateur operators merely on the basis that the transceivers are capable of the reception of public safety, special 
emergency, or other radio service frequencies, the reception of which is not prohibited by federal law, are inconsistent with the federal 
objectives of facilitating and promoting the amateur radio service and, more fundamentally, with the federal interest in amateur 
operations being able to transmit and receive on authorized amateur service frequencies. Therefore, the Commission held that such 
state and local laws are preempted by Federal law. 


WANT A COMMERCIAL LICENSE? 
The following tidbit is from an extensive article, in the "W5YI Report" for September 1st, on a meeting between FCC and Commercial 
Radio Operator Examination Managers in August: 


"Want to get your Commercial Radio Operator license? Now is your chance. While it is not generally known, many of the questions in the 
General Radiotelephone Operator License examination are taken verbatim from the amateur Advanced and Amateur Extra Class 
question pools. We have been told that those questions will remain in the pool at least through the beginning of summer 1994 and 
possibly beyond. Also, if you hold either a Commercial Radio Operator (GROL or 1st/2nd Radiotelegraph) or an Amateur Extra Class 
license and wish to establish a Commercial Radio Operator Test Center, let us know. We still have many major cities available. Contact 
National Radio Examiners at (817) 461-6443 for details."

AMATEUR RADIO SATELLITE NEWS

ANOTHER ALL TIME HIGH! With the 
launch of KO-25, 10-26, AO-27, and 
POSAT, on the V-59 Ariane launch on 
26 September 1993, another milestone 
is reached. Counting the ARSENE 
launch earlier in the Summer, we now 
have nineteen active amateur radio 
satellites in orbit. More about all of this 
and other information in the following 


report. 


SHUTTLE AMATEUR RADIO 
EXPERIMENT (SAREX): Four SAREX 
missions have been flown with the 
Shuttle this year and a fifth mission, 
originally scheduled for 1993, will fly in 
early 1994. STS-56 and STS-55 flew in 
April and STS-57 flew in June. STS-58 
finished off the flock in October with the 
best mission yet from the average ham's 
point of view. 

| participated in the STS-56 
mission from Johnson Space Center as 
part of the SAREX Working Group and 
what an opportunity it was. As an old 
Aerospace Electronics Engineer, | found 
the opportunity to be this closely 
associated with a Shuttle Mission most 
gratifying. 

As an old Amateur Radio 
Operator, | was overjoyed at being able 
to participate in the 18 Direct School 
contacts and the Fast Scan Television 
experiments. While on site, | was also 
able to conduct several of the weekly 
AMSAT HF Nets from the JSC Radio 
Club Station, WS5RRR. The biggest 
challenge at WS5RRR is making the 
choice between the ICOM, KENWOOD, 
or YAESU kilowatts. The week spent at 
JSC completely disrupted my sleep 
habits, but it was definitely worth it. An 
unbelievable amount of coordination 
goes into running a SAREX mission. 

The Astronauts reap most of 
the glory, but the SAREX Working 
Group, made up of individuals from 
JSC, AMSAT, and the ARRL, make it 
happen. In particular, Lou McFaddin, 
WSDID, is the spark that makes it work. 
Each mission provided its own 
challenges and STS-56, STS-55, and 
STS-57 were successful in their own 
way; however, none of these missions 
provided the average ham with many 
contacts and you could hear the 
disappointment amongst the troops. 
STS-58 made up for this shortcoming in 


a big way. This “longest mission" also 
broke all of the old contact records. The 
next SAREX mission, STS-60, will see 
Sergi, USMIR, as the SAREX operator, It 
will be good to hear him from space 
again since his departure from MIR. 


ARSENE: In August, the long awaited 
French satellite ARSENE was launched. 
This “bird" was intended to be a high 
altitude “Digipeater" and a small “S" band 
repeater. Unfortunately, this satellite 
developed problems early on, Shortly 
after release from the launcher, the two 
meter downlink for the “Digipeater’ 
failed. A number of valiant attempts were 
made to understand the problem and 
possibly develop a work around, but "no 
joy" was found 

The "S* band downlink was 
used to obtain telemetry and the 
command links were exercised to move 
the "bird" to its final orbit. Hams around 
the world were just beginning to 
understand the characteristics of 
ARSENE's Mode "S" transponder when 
it failed for no apparent reason. At the 
moment, ARSENE is inactive but it has 
not been crossed off of the list yet. 


AMSAT OSCAR - 13 (AO-13): Our old 
standby, AO-13, developed troubles 
early in the Summer. It's 70 cm downlink 
transmitter failed suddenly without 
warning. This loss put modes "J" and "L" 
out of commission since both modes 
required the 70 cm downlink. This loss 
also served as a spark to ignite 
widespread operation on Mode "S*. With 
the help of James Miller, G3RUH, and 
others the simplicity of Mode "S" was 
soon discovered. With nothing more 
than a two foot dish and a 2.4 GHz to 2 
m downconverter many contacts can be 
made through this transponder. It is 
much easier than Mode "L" since no 
large amount of power needs to be 
generated at the microwave 
frequencies. Stay tuned, this Mode is 
destined to be very popular on Phase 
3D. 


KO-25, 10-26, AO-27, & POSAT: These 
four new satellites were launched along 
with three others on board the Ariane V- 
59 mission. Two of these, KO-25 and IO- 
26, are exclusively amateur radio “birds". 
AO-27 and POSAT have mixed 
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missions, partly commercial and partly 
amateur radio, All of these are digital 
satellites with a mixed bag of other 
capabilities ranging from store-and- 
forward to video and high speed data 
experiments. All are functioning well; 
however, the amateur radio part of 
POSAT has yet to be utilized. When and 
if amateur radio operations on this “bird” 
start, it will probably be renamed PO-28. 
The flags of four countries fly with these 
new Satellites: KO-25 is Korean, 10-26 is 
Italian, AO-27 is American, and POSAT 
is Portuguese. 


DOVE: This relatively old Microsat has 
been given a new lease on life by Jim 
White, WDOE, Bob Diersing, NSAHD, 
and Harold Price, NK6K. For 
approximately one year, DOVE has 
been off the 2 meter band since the last 
voice experiment. In November, it was 
returned to life on 2 meters with a packet 
radio downlink for telemetry capture, 

Collecting and analyzing data from 
this "bird" is an interesting hobby in 
itself. The downlink is strong and all that 
is required is a receiver, a conventional 
VHF TNC, and your computer. Of 
course it is helpful to have the proper 
software. Using “lessons learned" during 
the last voice experiment on DOVE and 
much more information gleaned during 
the past year, the team has plans to 
make DOVE talk at long last. Junior 
DeCastro, PY2BJO, is overjoyed with 
these prospects, 


PHASE 3D: Activity on PHASE 3D has 
become more visible during the past 
months. Earlier in the year, a final 
configuration was decided upon by 
AMSAT and Arianespace. New drawings 
have been prepared for this 
configuration. This past Summer, a team 
from AMSAT-NA and Weber State 
University visited the German team at 
the University of Marburg. In about two 
months time, an engineering mock-up 
of the structure was put together along 
with standard module trays and a mock- 
up of some of the thermal control “heat 
pipes’. This mock- up is a major 
milestone enroute to constructing the 
flight hardware. Work has now started in 
the US and other places on the final 
flight hardware. 
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Mike Dorsett of AMSAT-UK has 
volunteered to construct the 
controversial Mode ‘°B" downlink 
transmitter. This milestone was 
announced at the University of Surrey 
Space Colloquium this past summer. 

Dick Jansson, WD4FAB, has 
obtained help from several volunteers 
within the US for critical machine work. 
More people are required, Negotiations 
have started for a final integration facility 
in the Orlando, FL, vicinity. Much skilled 
volunteer help will be needed for this 
critical effort. Integration will start in the 
middie of 1994. All of the electronics 
developers will meet again in Germany 
in early December. Much progress has 
been made but we still have a long way 
to go, 

AMSAT-NA has again 
appointed a fund raiser to help obtain 


the necessary money for our part of the 
“pird". Major outlays for Solar Panels 
and other parts will be made in 1994. 
The ARRL mounted a successful fund 
raising campaign in 1993 in behalf of 
PHASE 3D. Remember it is still “APRIL 
1996 OR BUST" for the launch on an 
Ariane 5. 


EASY BIRDS: The “Easy Birds" are still 
popular and gaining in activity. Many 
people are finding out about the "HF 
Bird," RS-12, and the “FM Bird," AO-21. 
Of course the old standby, RS-10, 
continues to be popular. AO-21 is still 
full of surprises. Many hams are using 
it's FM transponder, but it's packet 
downlink and the recorded voice 
messages in many languages continue 
to be challenges. AO-21's linear 


transponder has also been used in 
recent months for part of several "Dual 
Hop" satellite experiments. MIR also falls 
in the “Easy Bird" category and 
continues to provide a challenge. 


SUMMARY: This has been a busy and 
fruitful year for the Amateur Radio 
Satellite Program. In addition to all of the 
activities described above, successful 
meetings were conducted by AMSAT- 
UK at the University of Surrey this past 
Summer and by AMSAT-NA at Arlington, 
TX, in October. If you haven't yet 
experienced the challenges of satellite 
operations, now is the time to get 
involved. QCWA members could 
become some of our most valuable 
assets.

CQ Dx

I'm honored to have been asked to be 
the DX column editor for the 
Journal. It's my hope and objective 
that the topics to be covered in this 
and future issues of the Journal will 
be (a) different from material found 
in other publications and (b) of 
interest to each and every QCWA 
member who loves to “fish” for DX, 
however one cares to define it. 

If I may be granted a 
moment to introduce myself to those 
of you whom I've not had the 
pleasure to meet in person or over 
the air, I've been licensed since 1963 
(took my Novice test at the tender 
age of ten). Jack troster, W6ISQ, has 
appointed me the Grand Poobah of 
the "QNB" (New Breed of QCWA), 
reflecting my status as one of a large 
group of very active Amateur Radio 
operators who joined the fraternity in 
the early 1960s. Old enough to own 
and appreciate four Johnson KW 
Matchboxes, yet young enough to be 
abreast of today's technology, I've 
enjoyed the international goodwill 
aspects of Amateur Radio since my 
earliest days in the hobby. 

My recent participation in 
the ZA1A Albanian Amateur Radio 
Association founding operation, the 
1989 joint Finnish-Soviet-American 
4J1FS operation from M-V Island 
(Ravansaari), a training session in 
1984 at the Chinese Radiosport 
Association's headquarters station 
BY1PK, in addition to being a 
member of Team USA at the World 
Radiosport Team Championship, have 
all provided me with a_ guiding 
perspective regarding our fellow 
Radio Amateurs throughout the 
world: we all wear our headphones 
two at a time! 

DXing supplies much more 
than just QRM to the Amateur Radio 
Service. To be sure, the QRM that is 
generated drives the development of 
better and better equipment and 
antennas for everyone to use. But 
some of the most important work we 
as Amateurs can do is in the area of 
person-to-person communication, 
There have been many changes in the 
world over the past decade 
changes resisted by dictators and 
tyrannical governments who 
frequently oppose communication 


between their subjects and the 
outside world. They were afraid of 
the very communication we, as 
Amateurs, perform every day without 
thinking about it. Several years 
before the Soviet Union disintegrated, 
I had the privilege of spending a 
week in the tiny M-V_ Island 
operating 4J1FS and, while handing 
out a New Country to the "Deserving" 
was our overt objective, the nightly 
toasts I shared with my Soviet 
colleagues, UW3AX, UZ3AU, UA6HZ, 
UAIALZ, and UR2AR, were far more 
meaningful. 

It's the shared objective-the 
pursuit of DX-that brings Amateurs 
from many countries together as 
friends . . . either on the air, or at 
Dayton, or on a remote island in a 
frigid sea. Our respective 
governments could learn a lot by 
following Amateur Radio's example of 
cooperation and mutual respect as 
demonstrated by the DX community. 
Sure, we can squabble (either in a 
pile-up or at a diplomat negotiating 
table), but, in the end, it is improved 
personal communication that will 
destroy the barriers between nations, 
and allow our planet to live in peace. 

Sermon complete. On to this 
month's topic... 


TINY ANTENNAS, CAN THEY 
REALLY WORK? In my travels 
around the country, I frequently run 
into old friends that I haven't worked 
for years, They tell me, "Chip, I'd love 
to get on the air, but I can't put up a 
tower since I moved to my 
townhouse..." or something similar. If 
logistical restrictions aren't a 
problem, physical ones sometimes are 
(when was the last time you 
scampered up a 150 foot tower to fix 
a rotator?), 

We've all seen ads for 
extremely compact loop antennas, 
which belong to the class of so-called 
"Magnetic Antennas," which one 
might be led to classify as a “Dummy 
Load in the Sky" at a first glance. 
After all, how can anything that 
small really work? And, if it does 
work, can it really work DX or is it 
just good for local stuff out 100 miles, 
or so? And why are they so darned 
expensive? 
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Magnetic antennas 
(manufactured in the U.S. by AEA, 
MFJ, and others, and in Germany by 
DK5CZ ) basically consist of a loop of 
diameter three to ten feet, which is 
fed by a small inductive coupling loop 
of coax and resonated to 50 ohms by 
a larger capacitor: The radiation 
resistance is very low (it is measured 
in milli ohms!), so efficient operation 
means high Q and very narrow 
bandwidth (10 kHz at 20 meters is 
not unusual). 

However, within that narrow 
bandwidth, a properly-constructed 
Magnetic Antenna can really provide 
some pleasant surprises! Responding 
to the magnetic component of the 
electromagnetic wave which brings 
that DX signal across the seas, a 
small loop antenna can _ provide 
efficiencies near that of a dipole, can 
be mounted vertically and then 
rotated so as to null out local noise, 
will act as an RF bandpass filter to 
protect your receiver from overload, 
and similarly on transmit will provide 
a high degree of protection against 
TVI by virtue of the narrow bandpass 
characteristics of the high-Q design. 

I recently had an opportunity 
to compare such an antenna (an 
Isoloop, manufactured by AEA) 
against my monoband beams atop my 
70 foot tower. The loop, mounted on a 
ten foot stick lashed to my chimney, 
was about 10 to 12 dB, on the 
average, below the performance level 
of my beams on both 15 and 20 
meters. 


However, my beams play 
pretty well, so this is quite 
respectable performance . . . instead 


of being S9, plus 20 dB, I was only 
S9, plus 10dB! A number of DX 
stations came back to me on the first 
call and I have to say that it rally is 
a thrill to get a 599 report from a 
rare DX station when using a tiny 
antenna. 

These antennas can seem 
costly. They cannot be built efficiently 
using cheap parts! Even a half an 
ohm of loss resistance because of poor 
materials can doom a_loop's 
performance. 

On the other hand, the cost 
of a loop is many magnitudes less 
than the cost of a tower, guy wires, 
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concrete for the base and guy 
anchors, a rotator, rotor cables, a 
high-strength mast, and beam(s), not 
to mention the cost of the building 
permit, associated professional 
engineering services, and the cost of 
an erection crew! And, the supposed 
10-12 dB deficit, compared to a beam 
is not always there: the gain on the 
nose of a beam is achieved a the 
expense of deep nulls off the side and 
back; so the little loop might be many 


S-units louder than your buddy's 
beam if it is turned the wrong 
direction,

In the rapidly-changing and exciting 
technology of today, we often forget the 
human element behind radio electronics. 
Exciting as the science that made 
wireless transmission possible was and 
is, it pales beside the human 
ramifications of thcse important first 
experiments. 

My grandfather, Dr. John 
Christian Jensen 9YD was one of those 
early experimenters. As early as 1904, 
he was demonstrating the wonders of 
radio with a Marconi Coherer receiver 
and a Spark Gap tralismitter. 

An eager participant in the 
blossoming experiments of the next two 
decades, he was on hand to receive the 
first radio broadcasts from remote cities 
in the early 20's, One of the persons he 
shared tbis wonder with was his wife's 
grandmother. Il] and confined to the 
upstairs of a house, hearing a radio 
broadcast was truly a wonder in her life. 

At this Christmas season, it 
seems a good time to reflect on how 
those early experiments have enriched 
all our lives. I am thankful for the 
technology that has led not only to the 
hobby of Amateur Radio but to all of the 
advanced communication we have today. 
For my great, great grandmother, it was 
a beam of joy into her reclusive world. 
Here is her letter of thanks to my 
grandfather: 


November 19, 1925 
Dear JC and All the Rest, 


I have been trying for a long 
time to write a "short postscript" to you 
all, but it seemed as if I could not get up 
].ife energy, or ambition enough to do it, 
I guess I have lost my ability for writing 
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An excellent article on 
compact loop antennas by Belrose, 
VE2CV, appeared in November 1993 
QST and review of manufacturers' 
specifications can also help build your 
understanding of this interesting 
class of antennas.

Esch year the QCWA Board makes 


Honor Awards to those members who 
meet certain criteria. Nominations for 
these awards are submitted to and 
reviewed by the Board’s Awards 
Committee. The Committee needs 
input from you, the membership, as to 
who among you is deserving of such 
an award. 

The purpose of this article is 
to help you identify potential awardees. 
The purpose of the QCWA Honor 
Awards Program is primarily to honor 
those QCWA members who have 
made outstanding contributions to 
QCWA, amateur radio or the general 
public in the field of communications. 

There are currently six Honor 
Awards. Five of these are for QOWA 
members. The sixth, the Presidential 
Award, can be made to anyone at the 
discretion of the President of QCWA.

HALL OF FAME AWARD: This most 
prestigious award may be given to any 
QCWA member who has made an 
outstanding contribution to amateur 
radio in general, or to the 
communications community in matters 
affecting the general public. The 
contribution may be a single event, or 
multiple events which have earned the 
recipient substantial favorable 
recognition at the national or 
international level.

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MINUTES OF THE SEMI-ANNUAL BOARD 
MEETING OF OCTOBER 28-29, 1993. 


The meeting was called to order by President 
Harry J. Dannals W2HD at 8:30 AM on October 
28, 1993 at the site of the QCWA National 
Convention. Those in attendance were: President 
Dannals, Vice-President Lew McCoy WIICP, 
Secretary John Swafford W4HU, Treasurer Wes 
Randles W4COW, Directors Walt Brink W3WPY, 
Milt Chaffee W1EFW, Arch Doty K8CFU, John 
Edel K8LBZ, John Huntoon W1RW, Jack Kelleher 
W4ZC, Art Miligan W8KW, Ethel Smith K4LMB, 
Jack Troster W6ISQ, President Emeritus Leland 
Smith W5KL and General Manager Jim Walsh 
W7LVN. Also in attendance was Joe Lynch N6CL, 
newly-appointed Editor of the QCWA Journal. lt 
was subsequently learned that Director Bill 
Stevens W6ZM, who had arrived at the hotel the 
night before had returned to his home in 
California after suffering pains during the night. (A 
telephone call to his home later in the day found 
him to be resting without any serious problem.) 

The Board observed a moment of 
silence for all Silent Keys and especially for Ero 
Erickson KASDYS, one of QCWA’s Novice 
members, who passed away only a few weeks 
earlier. 

President's Report: President Dannals 
reported that his monthly letters to the Board have 
continued, thus providing an avenue of 
communications. He commented on the value of 
including officers in the communications chain on 
committee deliberations. He then reported on the 
QCWA’s filing with the Federal Communications 
Commission relating to the administration of Club 
and Military Recreation Call Signs as a means of 
involving QCWA in an area where they had long 
held interest. He also reaffirmed the fact that 
QCWA was a 501(c)3 organization within the 
tules of the IRS. 

During the course of the above 
discussion, a motion was made that the QCWA 
rescind its written agreement with the ARAL. The 
subject was thoroughly discussed and upon vote 
it was agreed to continue, and attempt to 
strengthen, this communication link. 

The QCWA has been represented at 
major conventions and hamfests around the 
country, including Dayton, Miami, the ARRL 
National in Huntsville, Texas, Rochester (NY), 
Seaside (OR) and major hamfest activities in the 
Washington, D.C, area and Shelby (NC). 
Chapters are urged to take part in their local 
hamfests. 

The President congratulated the 
General Manager on the many, very important 
modernization features incorporated into QCWA 
HQ. This includes the HQ BBS which utilizes a 
very inviting graphic intro. 

He also congratulated the Nominating 
Committee on their excellent job of filling a 
complete slate for the 1994 elections. 

Secretary's Report: Secretary 
Swafford thanked the Board for their cooperation 
in returning mail ballots promptly. He also 
expressed his appreciation to HQ for their 
assistance to him. 


QCWA Journal 


General Manager's Report: General 
Manager Walsh amplified on his written report 
with comments regarding efforts at HQ to provide 
a very accurate data base. He cited Silent Key 
errors which had been carried over for some 
years. He commented on the Directory wherein 
most problems related to bad address 
information. HQ is now up-dating their mailing list 
to ZIP+4 and Bar Code formats which will 
facilitate mailing in the future. HQ will be sending 
Member-at-Large lists to Chapters for their use in 
recruiting. 

He also commented on the progress of 
a W2MM operating station at Eugene. Director 
Stevens has donated an HF transceiver and an 
antenna acquisition is underway. 

Finance & Administration Committee 
Report: Vice-President McCoy, as the chairman, 
reported that the committee will be handling all 
future investments, especially important today 
with lower interest rates continuing as a problem. 
He also reported on a review of QCWA Life 
Membership status and how this affects future 
budgeting. The General Manager has prepared a 
complete accounting in this area. 

At this time, the Board resolved itself 
into a Committee of the Whole for the purpose of 
discussing Administration matters, The General 
Manager and Journal editor were not present 
during these discussions. The Board adopted the 
actions of the Committee. 

Treasurer Randies then presented his 
report as a member of the committee, It was 
MOVED that the Board set up a Contingency 
Fund of $500 to take care of unexpected 
expenses of officers and directors. Motion 
PASSED. It was MOVED that the Board authorize 
a $600 budget to cover telephone and postage 
expenses of the Journal editor. Motion PASSED. 

The Board then discussed the 
MEMSER contract, our contract with the General 
Manager for his services. Several minor changes 
were approved and a new copy will be prepared 
for signing on 1 January 1994 by the President 
and General Manager. 

Joe Lynch N6CL, Journal editor, then 
discussed his plans for the future. His comments 
included: printing costs, advertising, size, 
possible color, new columns and feature articles. 

The status of equipment transferred 
from Eugene was discussed and it was agreed 
that the computer, monitor, printer and scanner 
should be replaced. It was MOVED that he 
(Lynch) should be reimbursed up to five hundred 
twenty dollars for the purchase of a new monitor 
and upgrade of memory for the printer, Motion 
PASSED. Further discussion was deferred until a 
select group of the Board could meet and discuss 
the needs and the best approach to follow, This 
meeting was held and the Board later approved 
an appropriation of three thousand dollars for 
purchase of a scanner and computer. 

Membership Services & Activities: 
Director Brink reported that a critical need exists 
for net control stations for the 14,347 kHz Sunday 
SSB net. Any volunteers would be welcome. He 
reported that the 1995 QSO Party may see some 
new rules submitted to the Board for its 
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consideration. Changes have been prompted by 
the remarks from participants. 

Treasurer Randles reported on the 
1994 convention in El Paso and he stated that no 
site had yet been selected for 1995. He also 
reported that the Audio Cassette program was still 
successful. 

Plans & Programs: Director Kelleher 
cited his written report. He then MOVED that a HQ 
Contingency Fund of $1,000 be set aside on an 
accumulative annual basis. Motion PASSED. 

With regard to the desire for Chapters 
to include non-members in their activities, he 
urged that those who could not become QCWA 
members be invited guests to Chapter functions. 
This approach has been very successful in many 
situations. 

There was an extensive discussion on 
the concept of providing qualifications (other than 
membership only) for candidates for office. The 
committee will work on guidelines for this effort. 

Membership: Director Edel MOVED 
that members whose combination of number of 
years licensed and age is 165 or greater are to 
receive Emeritus Status when presented with their 
75-year plaque, thus forgiving future dues. After 
discussion, the motion was TABLED. 

Publicity & Awards: Director Ethel 
Smith asked her committee members to report. 
Director Kelleher stated that 4 of the 5 award 
winners named in April would be present at the 
convention dinner to receive their plaques. 
Further discussion on awards resulted in the 
clarification that nominations may be made by 
any member to the Board for its final decision. 

Director Troster reported on publicity 
efforts of the committee. 

Constitution & By-Laws: Director 
Chaffee stated that further changes in the By- 
Laws may result from the work done on up-date 
of the Director's Handbook. 

Scholarship: President Emeritus 
Leland Smith stated that the low interest rates 
have caused the dollar amount of scholarships to 
be reduced. It was MOVED that the committee's 
recommendation of issuing ten $650 scholarships 
and three named scholarships in the same 
amount be approved for 1994, Motion PASSED. 

Reporting on the Building Fund, it was 
announced that Charter Member Ralph 
Hasslinger W2CVF, who would be unable to 
attend the convention, has donated $1,000 to the 
Fund. The check will be presented to Leland 
Smith at the banquet. 

It was MOVED that the Board approve 
the appointment of Central Washington (Yakima) 
Chapter 170 to be Tellers for the 1994 election. 
Motion PASSED, 

The Board approved the 1994 Budget 
as amended by the Treasurer to cover additional 
expenses authorized by this meeting. 

The April 1994 Board Meeting will be 
held in the Washington, D.C. area on the 15th 
and 16th. (Please note: The dates were changed 
after the formal meeting to the 22nd and 23rd of 
April 1994.) 

During the course of the meeting, the 
following subjects were discussed without formal 
action: publicizing the importance of the Silent 


Key Memorial Fund, availability of member name 
badges, a recruiting information audio tape for 
the blind and a review of the membership 
application form, 

The Board recessed its meeting on the 
evening of the 28th and reconvened on Friday, 
the 29th, to continue its work. During the Friday 
morning session, a recess was called so that the 


Board was able to meet with the membership at 
the Convention's QCWA Forum . 

Following the Forum, the Board 
continued until adjournment. This time was 
devoted to reviewing certain sections of the 
Director's Handbook. The discussion was led by 
Team Captain Ethel Smith who had devoted 
much of her time to this effort. The Board clarified 


certain sections of the Handbook so that the work 
to complete the revisions might continue 
smoothly toward its final presentation to the 
Board in April of 1994. 

The meeting was adjourned at 12:50 
PM on October 29, 1993 and the Board members 
then took an active part in convention activities. 


SCHOLARSHIP AND BUILDING FUNDS UPDATE

The QCWA Board of Directors has 
approved ten Memorial Scholarship grants 
for 1994.

Let me introduce myself. | am a 58 year 
old Ham- Physician. | am Board 
Certified in Internal Medicine and 
Geriatrics and was in private practice for 
19 years. For the past 10 years | have 
been the Program Director of the Family 
Medicine Residency at the St. Mary 
Hospital in Port Arthur, a_ satellite 
program of the University of Texas 
Medical Branch at Galveston. | have 
been interested in Ham Radio since my 
early teens and earned my Novice 
license in 1962. | hold an Advanced 
Class license and am active in Slow 
Scan, RTTY and Fast Scan. | have also 
been interested in personal computers 
since the late 1970's and have a small 
computer consulting and custom 
assembly business as a sideline, | use 
my IBM-PC clone to publish a weekly 
newsletter for my Rotary Club and a 
monthly newsletter for my QCWA 
Chapter. 

In this column | would like to 
discuss health issues that are of interest 
to the readers of the Journal. | will start 
by addressing some of the problems 
that are more specific for this “special 
interest group". Home, shop and shack 
safety immediately comes to mind. | 
recently had to tell an octogenarian ham 
patient of mine that he is really getting 
too old to be climbing towers. This type 
of ham activity is best left to the younger 
fools in our hobby. Each year we read 
that one or more of our group has 
become a silent key because of a 
momentary lapse in concentration and 
respect for high voltage. | also shouldn't 
have to remind you that it is not wise to 
try to manipulate the fancy contro! panel 
of your new multi-band, multi-mode 
mobile transceiver (or even your cellular 
phone) in busy traffic. 

The final word on the health 
hazards of electro-magnetic radiation is 
still not in, but it appears that the lower 
the power and frequency and the further 
away from the body the better. Does a 
hand held 2 meter rig or cellular phone 
create a significant risk for brain cancer? 
Probably not, but it gives one another 
reason to remember that a good ham 
spends a lot more time listening than 
talking. 
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HAM’S HEALTH 


Cardiac pacemakers are not 
uncommon among hams today. At least 
two of the 35 members of our local 
QCWA Chapter have recently had them 
implanted. The most common type used 
today is the "demand" pacemaker that is 
preset to take over if the heart rate drops 
below a pre-set value. This device must 
"read" the electrical activity created by 
the individual's own heart beat. If the 
pacemaker senses a "natural" heart beat 
before its pre-set time interval, it resets 
its clock and sits back to wait and watch 
for the next beat. If it does not sense a 
"natural" heart beat before its pre-set 
time interval, it “fires", stimulating the 
heart to beat. It then resets its clock and 
resumes its. vigil. Through _ this 
mechanism of sensing normal beats 
and only firing when one fails to arrive, 
the demand pacemaker assures that the 
heart rate will not drop below a safe 
level, but will not interfere or compete 
with a heart rhythm that is above this 
predetermined minimum rate. 

Unfortunately, the sensing 
electrode of the pacemaker may also 
function as an antenna and misinterpret 
a strong dose of RF energy as a heart 
beat. This can temporarily trick the 
pacemaker into thinking that it is not 
needed. If the patient is unfortunate 
enough to have a significantly low 
natural heart rate at this time there may 
be a sudden drop in the amount of 
blood being delivered to the brain. The 
individual may then suddenly lose 
consciousness. 

The present generation of 
pacemakers is designed to allow 
“programming” by an external control 
device that uses pulsed RF to set such 
parameters as rate, intensity and 
duration of the stimulus. It is 
theoretically possible for extraneous 
electromagnetic signals to be 
erroneously interpreted by the device. In 
actual practice this has been observed. 

Significantly strong RF fields 
may be generated by small electric 
motors, surveillance systems that 
produce electro- magnetic fields, 
industrial degaussing coils, industrial 
welding machines, electrically powered 
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dental devices, medical electro-cautery 
devices and in electrical substations. 

If a ham with a demand 
pacemaker keys his HF rig with a legal 
limit amplifier sitting next to it, he or she 
may unwittingly fool the pacemaker and 
lose consciousness. If this occurs when 
the push-to-talk bar on a D-104 is 
pressed, then as soon as the ham loses 
consciousness and drops the mike, the 
RF stops, the pacemaker resumes its 
function and there will be only a few 
seconds of unconsciousness. Maybe 
not even enough for his buddies on the 
net to notice. However, if the ham is into 
such modes as RTTY or Slow Scan with 
much longer duty cycle activities such 
as brag tapes and 72 second high 
resolution pictures, the results could be 
much more impressive and perhaps 
even catastrophic. 

The solution to this problem is 
to avoid close exposure to high power 
RF devices, It is important that hams 
with pacemakers take this into 
consideration when they plan their future 
operating activities. Although it may take 
a little effort, the avid ham should be 
able find a health care professional with 
a portable EKG monitoring device to run 
some field tests in the ham shack. A 
ham might consider lining his QOWA 
vest with copper screen attached to a 
grounding cable. It 
has been shown that RF fields below 
100 watts are usually well tolerated. 
Modern state of the art pacemakers are 
designed with shielding and bypassing 
to reduce these problems to a minimum. 
The risk posed by a microwave oven is 
probably low,

Not only will there be a 
better showing if more logs are submitted, which 
mean more stations have joined in the fun, but it will 
increase the overall enjoyment that we as an 
organization will get from meeting other members. 

There will be plaques awarded to the top 
Phone and CW scorers world wide. Certificates will 
also be issued to high scoring stations in both Phone 
and CW in the United States as well as in each of he 
six continental areas - Europe, Asia, Africa, South 
America and Oceania. The results will be published in 
the Summer 1994 issue of the Journal. We are aiming 
for fun and fellowship in these Parties, so talk it up 
over the air and at your Chapter meetings. 


TIMES OF THE PARTIES: The Annual QCWA 
Parties will be held on the second weekend in 
February for the CW portion and the second weekend 
in March for the Phone portion. The CW Party will 
begin on February 12th at 0001 UTC and end on 
February 13th at 2400 UTC. The Party for Phone will 
begin on March 12th at 0001 UTC and end on March 
13th at 2400 UTC. 


CONTACTS: Each contact with another QCWA 
member will count as a single point on each band. 


MULTIPLIERS: This year QRP stations are 
encourage to participate in the Party as a separate 
category. This is not only open to stations using CW 
as their mode of operation, but also includes those 
stations that use low power as their mode of operation 
in Phone. As this will be the first time that QRP 
stations have been invited to participate, the 
multiplier will remain the same for all stations in 
either QSO Party. If there is a sign of real interest in 
this mode of operation, it will be referred to the Board 
of Directors for a decision as to whether or not QRP 
operation should be included in the Annual QCWA 
Parties from now on. So you QRP fanatics, now it 
your time to be heard. 

The QSO Party has only a multiplier of one 
(1). Every new Chapter worked is a multiplier of (1). 
A Chapter is counted only once, regardless of how 
many bands it is worked. If you do not belong to a 
Chapter, you may use the initials "AL" in place of a 
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Chapter number. "AL" will mean "At Large". When 
counting "AL" contacts as a multiplier only one "AL" 
from each state, country or province will count, 
regardless of how many are worked. In other words 
the same rules will be used for "AL" as if it were a 
Chapter. 


EXCHANGES: A valid QSO must have the following 
minimum amount of information exchanged between 
stations (if it is not all there, the contact will not be 
considered): 


I; QSO number, both sent and received. 

2. Operator's first name. 

3 Chapter identification (official mame or 
number); member not belonging to a Chapter 
will use "AL." 

4. State must be there for all "AL" members. 

FREQUENCIES: 

1. There will be no contact on the WARC 
frequencies (10 MHz, 18 MHz, or 24 MHz). 

2: There will be no net, cross band or repeater 


contacts allowed.

SCORING: 

1. The total number of contacts times the total 
number of multipliers will equal your final 
score, 

2. Each Chapter worked will count as only one

3. When changing bands, keep your contacts in 
order. This also applies to a different log 
sheet. 

4, The last page of your log must show the total 
number of contacts times the total number of 
multipliers. This will be your final score. Print 
your final score on the first page of your log. 

5. Since we are including QRP stations as a new 
category in this year's Parties, any station 
using QRP show on the front page of your log 
where it asks your mode of operation QRP 
when you check off This will not only show 
your interest in using QRP in future Parties, 
but it will also aid the Board of Directors in 
deciding whether to include QRP operations in 
the future. 


LOGS: 


1. Please use the standard QCWA long - 
Photocopy the form shown on the following 
page in this Journal - or prepare one of your 
own (25 contacts per page) using the same 
format. 

2. Stations operation in the QRP mode, as stated 
earlier, please designate as it will give the 
board an idea as to how popular this mode is 
with the membership. 

3. Please do not mix Parties, but keep separate 
logs for both the CW and the Phone Parties. 

4. Be sure everything is legible. Look over your 
logs carefully and decide if you would like to 


check another 200 logs just like it. Logs will 
not be returned. 


AWARDS: If you qualify for an award please be sure 
to so designate on the first page of your log, and the 
award that your are seeking. If you already have the 
award, please do not ask for a second one. 

If requesting a 100 member award, as an 
example, identify those members on the side of your 
log pages or send your "Dupe" sheet. It is not up to 
either the log checkers or the Activities Manager to 
find those 100 members. 

Computer logs are to be in the same format 
as the Standard QCWA log sheet with entries no 
closed that triple spaced. If you need help, get in 
touch with K38CP as he has a program that follows 
ours. 


SENDING IN YOUR LOGS: Mail your logs to the 
following address - and please put CW or Phone on 
the outside of the envelope. Send all logs to: Bob

Separate logs and scores must be submitted 
for both CW and Phone. All logs must be received by 
April 8, 1994. All logs received after this date will be 
entered for listing only. Logs with just one contact 
count. This will help with the checking. Plaques will 
be awarded to the top scorer worldwide in each Party.

The 1994 Classic Radio Exchange QSO party will take place 
between February 6-7, from 2000 UTC to 0400 UTC. The 
Classic Radio Exchange, "CX," is a celebration of the older 
commercial and homebrew equipment that was the pride of 
our ham shacks a few decades ago. 

The object of the QSO party is to restore, operate, 
and enjoy older equipment with like-minded hams. A Classic 
Radio is at least ten years old, an advantage but NOT 
required to operate in the CX. Actually, you can use 
anything, However, new gear has a distinct scoring liability 
and not as much fun! 

Exchange: Send your name, RST, QTH, receiver 
and transmitter type (homebrew send final amp tube or 
transistor) and other interesting conversation, The same 
station may be worked with different equipment 
combinations on each band and each mode. For CW, call 
"CQ CX." For phone, call "CQ Classic Exchange." 

Scoring: multiply total QSOs (all bands and modes) 
by the following sum: (total numbe: of different receivers 
and transmitters worked on each band and mode plus the 
total numbers of states/provinces/countries worked on each

band and mode), Multiply that tota; by your Classic 
Multiplier: the total years old of all receivers and 
transmitters used, three QSOs minimum per unit to qualify. 
If equipment is a transceiver, multiply age by two. If 
homebrew, count as 25 years old unless actual construction 
date or design is older. Non-participants may be worked for 
credit. 

Suggested frequencies: CW up 60 KHz from low 
band edges; phone 3880, 7290, 14280, 21380, 28320 and/or 
AM frequencies; Novice/Tech 20 KHz up low band edges, 
7060 and 3560 CW tend to be the most popular CX 
frequencies, 

Certificates are awarded every now and then for 
the highest score, exotic equipment, the best excuse, and 
other unusual achievements. Send logs, comments, 
anecdotes, pictures, etc. to: Jim Hanlon, W8KGI/5, PO Pox 
581, Sandia Park, NM 87047 or Marty Reynolds, AA4RM, 
PC Box 13354, Atlanta GA 30324.

Your editor has asked me to write a 
column that features ladies who are 
affiliated with QOWA.

Morse code soon became my 
favorite facet of ham radio because the 
mode was ver efficient in 
communicating with the guys. We not 
only passed notes in Morse code but 
also helped each other with a few 
answers during class. 

Please remember that there is 
a big difference between cheating and 
helping; we just "helped." We had to be 
very "quick" with our code, though. 

Consequently, Morse code, or 
CW, on the air, is still my favorite 
aspect of ham radio; although | also 
enjoy rag chewing, traffic handling, 
chasing DX, and just “being there" if my 
help is needed, 

| have been a member of 
QCWA for about seven years. Since 
joining Chapter 63, | have never been 
lacking for something to do, | have 
been vice-president forever and my 
main responsibility is finding a variety 
of restaurants for our Chapter 
meetings. Because | enjoy good food, 
I've never complained about this 
assignment. 

| teach high school special 
education. Accompanying me _ to 
school each day is my Seeing Eye dog, 
a black labrador retriever, named Echo.

Even though this is a YL 
column, for this first one | will break my 
rules and write about the guys who 
were most influencial in bringing me 
into QCWA. 

Many hams encouraged me 
to join QCWA and | wish | could 
mention everyone who helped me 
along the way.

| used to wonder when that 
guy ever slept because he would be 
involved in contesting, DXing, handling 
traffic, sorting cards for the QSL 
bureau, managing Chapter 63 by 
reminding members that it was time to 
pay dues again, and reading the 
bulletins on various local nets. Instead 
of getting the bulletins off a packet 
Station, he would copy them via CW. 
Despite his fatigue, we could always 
depend on him to read the nightly 
bulletins each evening for our local two 
meter Night Owl Net.

And was he 
delighted when | was able to join! 

When | passed my Extra, he 
heard me working in the extra portion 
of the band in the middle of the night 
and called to wake me up the next 
morning to congratulate me.

| became acquainted with him, he 
managed the ham department at Radio 
Inc. in Tulsa. | was in school then and 
probably bothered him to death with all 
my questions. At any rate, he answered 
them and always took a _ personal 
interest in my activities. | kept my 
school grades up because | knew he 
would always ask about them. 

He had the patience of a saint 
when he would deal with all the hams 
who would drop by on their lunch hour 
with no intentions of buying a thing. 

| used to hear Bert call the 
QCWA net on Sundays and | would 
listen with pride. hoping to be a 
member some day. Even today, if | find 
that I'm beginning to get short on 
patience in the classroom, my 
observations of Bert flash through my 
mind which get me back on track. He is 
a legend in ham radio. 

Merrill, WS5AMK, is another 
great operator and a fine person. He 
has been a ham for over 60 years and 
is about the best CW operator one 
could find. When, many years ago, | 
was building my code speed, | would 
listen to him talk with his friends and | 
would try to pattern my sending 
according to his good CW. 

More recently, he and his 
family were very supportive and special 
when | experienced some _health- 
releated problems. He has that Texas 
hospitality down to a science and he is 
a true delight to those who know him. 

Because this column is my 
first, | appreciate your patience, Your 
input, suggestions, ideas, bits of 
humor, or anything else that occurs to 
you will be most graciously received. | 
will do all | can to make this column 
one you will definitely enjoy. 

Well, | must QRT and QSY to 
the classroom, | will close by sending 
you best wishes for the new year, 88's 
to the guys, and 33's to the ladies.

His first employment was with the Western 
Electric Corporation where he was involved with 
installation of sound equipment in motion picture 
theaters in various locations in the Eastern U. S. He 
later worked for the Long Lines Division of A.T.&T. 

Some of his assignments included operation of 
the radio stations providing overseas telephone service. 
He was a supervising engineer with various DewLine 
projects in the Arctic and had extensive service in Alaska 
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and Greenland. He was also involved with operation of 
the satellite earth station in Andover, Maine, during the 
first experimental use of satellites for commercial 
purposes. 

He retired to Florida in 1966, Norm was one of 
the founders of QCWA Chapter 111 and was also a 
member of the Goldecoasters, Telephone Pioneers, and the 
Old Old Timers Clubs.
